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4 ef Proclamation for the fritt Obſervance, and. Execution of the Lowes, 
and np " againſt Carrying, or Sending of Gold, 
or Silver , out of the Kingdom. 


HEREAS by the Statutes of this Our Kingdom, the tranſportation of Gold, 
and Silverin Mony, Bullion, Plate, or Veſſell, without Our licence, is prohi- 
bired under the pain of forfeiturethercof; And as the Perſon who ſhall make 
any diſcovery therein, is by the ſame rewarded with 2 conſiderable part of ſuch 
forfeiture, ſo all Searchers, and Officers connivingthercat are ſeverely puniſhable. 
And whereas upon advice with Our Councell, we find it very neceſlary at this 
preſent, that all poſſible care and diligence ſhould be uſed forthe ſtrict, and due 
obſervance, and execution-of thele Lawes , and Statutes, We have therefore 

thought ficto publiſh and declare Our pleaſure herein, and doc hereby charge, andrequire all Our War- 

dens of Ports, Searchers, and other Our Officers , and Miniſters whatſoever, whom it may coucern, that 
they ule their beſt and utmoſt diligence, and indeayour, to preventthe ſending,carrying, or tranſporting of 
any Gold, or Silver, in Mony, Bullion, Place, or Veſſell,in any manner, or way,out of this Realme contra- 
ry rothe Lawes, and Statutes of the Kingdom, norforbearingto make ſearch, and to performe the urmoſt 
of theirduty (ro which they are obliged by their oath & office) for,or in reſpeof any Order,or ordinance, 
or Command of one or both Houles of Parliament; And We doe hereby ler all our Subjeats know, that 
whdTocver ſhalloffend hercin,and whatſoever Searcher,or Officer ſhall be negligent, or faile inthe perfor? 
mance of his duty, & the truſt of his place concerningthe ſame, they ſhall iacurre Our high diſpleaſure, and 
expect to ſuffer, and undergoe the extreameſt penalties, forfeitures,& puniſhments , which by the Lawes 
of the Land may be inflicted upon them. And whofocyer ſhall diſcover and bring tolight any thing done, 
or luffered, or intended to be donefor, ortotiching the tranſporting of any Gold, or Silver contrary to the 
Law ( beſides the Reward whichis appointed, and provided for him by the Statutes ofthe Realme) we 
{ball rake it as a very good, and acceprable ſervice done by them to Ls, and to Our Kingdome,
